WASHINGTON (U P I) — The nation s 
unemployment rate continued its steady 
decline in March 
dropping slightly to 
7 5 per cent 
while the total number of 
persons who held jobs hit an all-time

The March drop of 0 I per cent capped 
a steady five month decline from 8 6 per 
cent last October

employment to its lowest level in more

WASHINGTON (UPI I - The 
House and Senate Budget com­ 
mittees each have called for big 
increases in government 
spending next year over the 
levels proposed by President 
Ford 
In separate recommenda­ 
tions to Congress Thursday, 
both panels urged expenditures 
more than $17 billion higher 
than Ford’s proposal and a $7 
billion larger deficit 
The House committee said its 
proposal would create a million 
more jobs for the unemployed 
than would Ford's budget 
. The recommendations now go 
to the House and Senate floors, 
where they will be challenged 
from two directions 
Some 
Democrats want still higher 
spending to create jobs Repub­ 
licans will try to reshape the 
budget closer to Ford’s plan 
Ford s budget proposed in­ 
creased defense spending, 
along with reductions in social 
programs to hold down the

Singer Claudine Longet s diary 
could become an "interesting 
piece of evidence’’ in the 
shooting death of her lover — 
former world skiing champion 
Vladimir "Spider” Sabich. ac­ 
cording to prosecutors 
District Attorney Frank 
Tucker said Thursday he had 
been briefed on the contents of 
the diary, in which Miss Longet 
reportedly wrote her relation­ 
ship with Sabich had cooled 
recently.

First rabies 
Bee swarming' prevalent in county 
case revealed 


The first case of rabies of 
nineteen animals tested 
in 
Santa Barbara County this year 
has been confirmed by the 
County 
H ealth S e rv ic e s 
Laboratory according to Press 
McCallum. County Animal 
Control Director The animal 
found to bo rabid was a skunk 
that was picked up from 
Cachuma Lake Park. March 21 
There was no human contact 
In 1975 , 258 animals were 
tested in the county of which 
nine were found to be rabid 
(five skunks, three bats and one 
coyote > 


Increased sightings and a cor­ 
responding increase in in­ 
cidence of rabies among the 
wildlife can be expected due to 
the hibernation cycle of the 
skunk and other wild animals 


A natural phenomenon as­ 
sociated with honey bees and 
referred to as “ swarming" is 
becoming more and more evi­ 
dent around the county, reports 
San ta 
B a rb a ra 
County 
Agricultural Commissioner 
Gravdon B Hall, Jr Swarming 
usually begins about this time 
of year. he said, and continues 
through the summer, with 
April. May and June being par­ 
ticularly active months 
Lack of room for bees 
themselves and for honey 
storage, as well as high 
tem peratures, can cause 
swarming The queen does not 
lead the swarm in flight but 


behaves as though she were a 
worker bee, responding to 
worker scent and settling in the 
swarm with the rest of the bees 
Most of the bees will con­ 
gregate on a fence, a building. 
or on a tree or bush, while scout 
bees attempt to locate new liv­ 
ing quarters 
The cluster of 
bees usually form a ball which 
com pletely surrounds and 


protects the queen The swarm 
cluster may remain in one spot 
for several days. 
According to Hall, swarming 
bees are usually gorged with 
honey, and if you don’t bother 
them they will usually not 
bother you Do not attempt to 
dislodge the cluster by hitting 
it with a stick or other object, 
or by hosing it down This ac­ 


tion will only excite them and 
you may got stung Generally. 
if you wait them out. the bees 
will leave of their own accord 
Hall suggests that if you have 
problems with .swarming bees, 
call his office at 963-6762 He ll 
supply a list of beekeepers in 
the area who have the required 
equipment and knowledge to 
handle the swarms

CLEARW ATER, Fla (U PI) - Ball players judge 
themselves differently than fans do They don t 
evaluate each other by the boxscore alone, although 
the best source to go to for the most honest appraisal 
of any player is another one 
Fans generally work themselves up over the super­ 
stars 
The big names like Johnny Bench, Tom 
Seaver. Pete Rose. Lou Brock, Catfish Hunter. Jim 
Palmer Rod ('arew. Hank Aaron and Willie Stargell 
All these top drawer performers are appreciated 
for their ability by their fellow players, and certainly 
no one questions that, but there also is an uncommon­ 
ly high regard in ail the big league dugouts for the so­ 
called “ cool player ” 
Whenever you hear any ball player referring to 
another one as being cool,” he's paying him a com­ 
pliment. sometimes even the supreme compliment 
Tim McCarver and Tom Hutton were talking about 
‘ cool players'' the other day on the Philadelphia 
Phillies' bench and it got to the point where, having 
some fun and laughing a little about it. they put 
together their "all cool team ” 
The team shaped up like this: 
lb—Willie Montanez. Giants 
2b—Ti to Puentes, Padres 
3b- Mike Schmidt. Phillies 
ss—Chris Speier, Giants 
of 
Reggie Jackson, A’s, Tom Paciorek, Braves, 
and Jay Johnstone. Phillies 
c—Gary Carter. Expos 
p Jon Matlack Mets. and Carl Morton, Braves 
The reason for the preoponderance of National 
Leaguers is because McCarver and Hutton see a lot 
more of them 
“ But Reggie Jackson deserves one of the outfield 
spots,” McCarver said, and Hutton agreed. “ He 
deserves it because he takes longer than anyone else 
to get outta the batter’s box after hitting a home run 
Now that’s what you call ‘cool.’" 


How exactly would McCarver and Hutton define a 
cool player?” Both thought about it awhile. 
“ A cool player Is a guy who can play the game, get 
four hits and not even bother taking a shower 
afterwards.” said Hutton 
McCarver nodded He liked the definition 
It s very hard to define a cool player' in precise 
terms.” said the Phils' receiver “ Wes Parker was 
about the coolest' player I ever saw You take the 
Cincinnati Reds now They’re a great team, and they 
all have nice short haircuts, but they're not cool 
They're too highly disciplined A good example of a 
‘cool player’ is Willie Montanez lf you’ve ever seen 
him play first base, you know what I mean He’s 
good, but nothing bothers him. nothing disturbs him 
He’s cool ”

What about Mike Schmidt?” put in Hutton 
He 
has to make the team " 
“ You bet.” said McCarver “ You should see him 
put his helmet back in the rack after he's finished hit­ 
ting He puts it back very carefully Nobody does it 
with as much class ” 
Hutton and McCarver discussed some of the others 
they picked on their team 
“ Shortstops normally aren’t cool, they’re like 
catchers,’’ said McCarver. “ but Speier is about the 
coolest I ve seen At second. I have to give it to 
Fuentes When he swings through a pitch and misses. 
he can hit the bat handle on the ground and have it 
flip up and catch it like no one you ever saw Most 


guys who would try it would drop the bat,” 
“ What about Ken Henderson for one of the outfield 
spots9” Hutton wanted to know. 
“ Good backup man,” said McCarver “ My first 
choice has to be Paciorek Notice the cool way he 
looks down at his socks when he's warming up to see 
if his stirrups are high enough Jay Johnstone also 
makes the team I saw them hold up a game for him 
once while he was applying tape to the tongue of one 
of his shoes He didn't get panicky or anything He 
just took his time That’s cool.’’ 
Both Hutton and McCarver commented on Gary 
Carter’s coolness and said it was unusual for any 
player to have that much after only one year in the 
big leagues Then they got to the pitchers 
“ Carl Morton is a good friend of mine, but that 
isn t why I’m picking him.” said McCarver “ Ever 
see the cool way he looks at his triceps9 Wow' 
Matlack is another cool guy. Usually, left-handers 
are all fouled up Not him. though Tom Seaver’’ He 
doesn’t look good in a uniform.” 
“ That’s right." said Hutton “ When he throws his 
fast ball, his knee dips so low. he gets his uniform all 
dirty lf your uniform’s dirty, you can’t be cool.” 
The pitcher to watch for the future, McCarver 
touted, is John “ The Count” Montefusco, the Giants' 
25-year-old righthander 
“ He looks like he’s gonna make the club.’’ said 
Hutton 
McCarver and Hutton aren't “ cool players’’ 
themselves, they admitted 
“ I get too dirty.” confessed Hutton “ I don't Knik 
good when I run " 
Said McCarver “ I’m not cool 
my knees hurt “ 
What about the managers9 Are any of them cool9 
Gene Mauch. the Minnesota Twins’ new boss, is the 
closest, according to McCarver and Hutton 
“ His distinguished looking gray hair gives him a 
cool appearance,” said McCarver “ Also. he thinks 
hard before he talks That’s cool, too."

The trials of Patty 


The trials and tribulations of 
F>atricia Hearst are far from 
over. Convicted of p a r­ 
ticipating in the robbery of a 
bank in San Francisco, she 
now faces charges of shooting 
up a sporting goods store and 
kidnaping in Los Angeles. 
And having failed to win an 
acquittal for their client with 
the defense that she was the 
u n w illin g 
v ic t im 
of 
brainwashing and manipula­ 
tion by her captors, the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, her 
legal counsel are now ap­ 
parently contemplating a new 
tactic. 
“ I don’t understand how any 
jury could be empaneled in 
Los Angeles that did not know 
of her verdict in San Fran­ 


cisco,*’ says attorney Albert 
Johnson. “ And a simple 
awareness of that verdict 
would preclude serving 
I 
don’t see how she could be 
tried in any place in the 
foreseeable future.' 
Miss Hearst’s attorney thus 
seemed determined not only to 
carry this question of what is a 
fair trial and what is not a fair 
trial to an unprecedented ex­ 
trema but to abuse the great 
amount of sympathy many 
people still feel for the unfor­ 
tunate young woman. 
That sympathy was shared 
even by Miss Heart’s San 
Francisco jurors, who ac­ 
cording to statements by a 
number of thc»m desperately 
wanted to find some way to 


acquit her but were simply 
overwhelmed by the facts 
presented bv the prosecution. 
In 
suggesting that 
12 
similarly open minded men 
and women cannot now be em­ 
paneled in Los Angeles, 
Johnson is saying what 
amounts to this — that only 
deaf, dumb, blind or illiterate 
people or sufferers from 
amnesia are qualified to serve 
on juries. Either that or he is 
introducing the novel theory On the right by William F. 
that no one can be tried fairly 
for a second offense if con­ 
victed of a first. 
It is an interesting argu­ 
ment, but one which we do not 
think even Mr, Johnson 
believes will be entertained 
verv far bv the court.

anti Russian forces in Angola, Congress 
simply failed to grant that support. In do­ 
ing so. it left Kissinger with two alter­ 
natives 
He had to rely, now, on a) 
rhetoric — hoping that the Soviet Union 
might 
find him more credible than 
Congress 
and bl inherent executive 
power, of the kind exercise! during the 
Mayaguez incident 
Inevitably, there is likely to be 
speculation as to what it is that Ford can 
do without the express backing of 
Congress Certainly he cannot mount an 
nvasion of Cuba, though Kissinger is 
correct not to exclude even so drastic a 
step The effective powers left to the 
President have to do with a) economic 
trade, and bl disarmament. The trouble 
with playing the latter is that in order to 
frighten the Soviet Union over a failure 
to reach SALT II agreements, it must be 
implicit that the Congress would re-arm 
substantially; and Congress appears to 
be in no such mood What is left then is 
trade And General Castro, advising the 
Soviet Union patronizingly that as an old 
hand as the object of U S embargoes, it 
really isn t so had after all
